Didsbury reaches 4,599 

Municipal census brings grant possibilities

Tlie Town of Didsbury'’s munici¬ 
pal census has revealed a 
population larger than what was 
tabulated by a recent federal cen¬ 
sus. 

According to the town, 
Didsbury’s present population is 
4,599, compared to the federal 
count at 4,275. 

Town ("AO Roy Brown says, (it) of 
the residences surveyed either did 
not have anyone home or had occu¬ 
pants that were unwilling to partic¬ 
ipate in tlie census. 


Mayor Brian Wittal says he 
expected the count to be closer to 
4,700. 

“We didn’t get 100 per cent, so 
that still tells me that we were right 
in feeling it was necessary to do 
one," he said, adding that the 
updated information will be help¬ 
ful when acquiring grant dollars 
from the province on a per capita 
basis. 

IU‘ says upwards of $25,000 
should now be made available with 
the census update. 

Wittal says another municipal 
census may be taken around 2010, 
which is when he forecasts the 


population to reach nearly 5,000. 

“With that comes a few things, 
including paying for policing," he 
said. 

In addition, once the town reach¬ 
es 5,000, franchises start taking 
notice, says Wittal. 

“They look for that magic num¬ 
ber for the base in the community, 
for them to be viable both for busi¬ 
ness and finding workers." 

Wittal says some franchises are 
expected to approach the town 
with ideas, but have yet to present 
design plans or official proposals. 

No names of franchises were 
released.

Legion recruiting amidst 
financial struggles

The Olds Royal Canadian Legion 
No. 105 is seeking out new mem¬ 
bers and volunteers to help sup¬ 
port its community projects while 
it struggles to make ends meet 
itself. 

The Legion, which has been oper¬ 
ating ill Olds in one form or anoth¬ 
er since 1920, is feeling the pinch 
financially because of a lack of 
membership. 

“We’re having a loss position this 
year," said Murray Rutledge, the 
Olds Legion Branch Manager. 
According to Rutledge, the legion 
is looking at a roughly $30,000 loss 
as of the end of May. 

The Legion, which covers Olds, 
Didsbury and Bowden, has around 
1,500 members, including the 
Ladies Auxiliary, or roughly 15 per 
cent of the population of Olds. 

Over the last five years, the 
legion has donated over $500,000 
hack into the community. 

The money goes to supporting 
veterans, seniors and youth groups 
such as Scouts, Air Cadets, Army 
Cadets, swimming clubs and hock¬ 
ey clubs and to purchase equip¬ 
ment for schools and hospitals, 
such as the $11,000 donated to the 
hospital for the purchase of a sig¬ 
moidoscope which is used to 


detect colon cancer. 

“One year we donated to a karate 
club that needed funds,” said 
Rutledge. 

It is those same kinds of pro¬ 
grams that will be affected if the

Legion does not start getting more 
members. 

“They'll start to feel the pinch," 
said Rutledge. 

The Legion is also seeking out 
volunteers to continue their work 
within the community. 

“The Legion has been and contin¬ 
ues to be extensively run by volun¬ 
teers," said Rutledge. 

According to Rutledge, Legion 
members have been actively 
volunteering through driving 
the Sunshine Bus, which was 


originally started by the 
Legion, school buses, tin- curling 
club, seniors’ groups, and many 
other volunteer projects through¬ 
out the town. 

Membership at the Legion costs 
$45 annually and is open to anyone 
18 years of age and older. 

For those who don’t want to 
become Legion members, but are 
looking for a fun night out, the 
Legion has lots to offer. 

The public has come to believe 
(hat they are not invited to come to 
the Legion and that is not true said 
Rutledge. 

The Legion, which is an entirely 
non-smoking environment, has 
many different games and gaming 
leagues such as pool, shuffleboard, 
darts, bridge, crib, and bingo 
nights that are all open to the 
public. The Legion also partici¬ 
pates in regional, provincial and 
national tournaments that 
members are able to compete in. 

Then 1 are also a (lining room and 
lounge where a family can go out 
to have dinner, along with dinner 
shows and live entertainment run¬ 
ning al different times throughout 
the year. 

"It's a non-offensive environ¬ 
ment," said Rutledge. 

The only thing non-members are 
asked to do is sign in before 
enjoying the facilities.

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Pratt’s day parole extended

The National Parole Board (NIM5) 
extended its ruling to allow former 
Didsbury resident Allan Charles 
Pratt day parole, during a pre¬ 
release hearing July 8. 

Pratt, 52, is serving a life sen¬ 
tence for second degree murder 
committed while on an unescorted 
temporary absence permit Apr. 9, 
1979.

In addition to murder, his crimi¬ 
nal record includes convictions for 
robbery, weapons and property 
related offences. 

RCMP alerted the public that 
Pratt was being released on a 12- 
hour unescorted temporary 
absence permit to visit his family in 
Didsbury Feb. 9, 2006. 

This announcement sparked out¬ 
rage in the community, with many 
residents printing posters warning 
others about Pratt coming to town. 

The decision was later rescinded. 


Pratt, who was initially granted 
pre release in July, will be serving 
his second six-month term of day 
parole. 

All three board members, Marilyn 
M. Kenny, Marlene Chorna, and 
Patricia Haaseek voted in favour of 
continuing Pratt’s day parole, a sta¬ 
tus which he has been under since 
July 19, 2007. 

“File information indicated that 
you had been meeting all of the 
expectations of your day parole

and following all of the Community 
Residential Facility’s rules and reg¬ 
ulations. There had been no con¬ 
cern regarding the abstinence con¬ 
dition and that you had been meet¬ 
ing with your psychiatrist regularly 
as well as the mental health nurse 
for medications management,” said 


the NPB report. 

“You were also meeting with the 
Correctional Service of Canada 
Social Worker for assistance with 
reintegration and acquiring 
employment as well as members of 
your church and the Schizophrenic 
Society for support.” 

The board continued by saying 
that Pratt’s risk to the community 
had not increased since his release 
and that his risk to reoffend was 
not considered to be undue. 

“You continue to adapt to life in 
the community and are taking 
small, gradual steps for a positive 
reintegration. You also understand 
that it is a long process and you 
continue to work toward this is a 
positive manner,” continued the 
report. 

“You have not secured employ¬ 
ment in the community; however, 
you have remained optimistic 
about such.” 

Pratt’s special conditions include 
a medication and treatment regime, 
which the board calls vital. 

“Any relapse into non-compli¬ 
ance could have devastating effects 
for you and possibly society,” said 
the report, regarding his medica¬ 
tion. 

“Any indications that you have 
not followed through with proper 
treatment or your medication 
regime would immediately put soci¬ 
ety at risk.” 

Abstaining from alcohol, and illic¬ 
it drugs are included in his condi¬ 
tions.

Election timing 
rule changes 
working well

Canadians probably won’t be 
going to the polls in a federal 
election until October 2009, 
thanks in large part to now 
rules that prevent the prime 
minister from calling an elec¬ 
tion at a time he or she judges to be most 
advantageous for the ruling party. With the 
Dion Liberals in tatters these days, rocked by 
internal unrest and divided over key issues 
such as climate change, the Harper 
Conservatives must be wondering if the elec¬ 
tion timing changes they pushed so hard for 
are really such a good thing after all. 
Following the last federal election, MPs 
passed new rules that mandate an election be 
held every four years. Under the changes, 
unless the government falls in a non-confi¬ 
dence vote, the party in power remains in 
power for the full term. “I know when the next 
election is, in October 2009,” said Myron 
Thompson, Wild Rose Conservative MP. “1 
don’t think the Liberals are anywhere near 
ready. They still have a lot of dissention in 
their ranks around their leader and there’s a 
lot of disagreement among themselves over 
the carbon tax and they’ve got no money and 
they are being sued every time you turn 
around.” In the past, prime ministers such as 
Jean Chretien and Brian Mulroney made very 
good use of their power to call an election 
when their opponents were weak and divided. 
Time and time again the party in power was 
able to wait for just the right moment to head 
to the polls, creating a clear advantage that 
often translated into election victory. With his 
principal opponent badly battered right now, 
this fall would be an ideal time for Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper to call a vote. But, 
alas, that option is no longer available. Of 
course the government could fall in a non-con¬ 
fidence vote before October 2009 - but the 
Liberals have already made it very clear that 
they won’t be taking that road. “We’ve put out 
at least a dozen confidence motions and we’ve 
passed them all. If they don’t want to take us 
down, they don't have to,” said MP Thompson. 
While the new election timing rules may prove 
to be something of a mixed blessing for the 
ruling party, they are certainly working well 
for Canadians, ensuring that when an election 
is called it will be fought on a level playing 
field. As such, isn’t it high time for Alberta to 
adopt the same rules, putting an end to 
decades of premiers such as Ralph Klein and 
Ed Stelmach using the system to give them¬ 
selves an unfair advantage?

CEO firings part of needed reorganization

When it comes to health care, the 
needs of the patient must be the 
focal point around which service 
decisions are made. Patient care in 
our province must he seamless and 
barriers to care or transitions 
between caregivers must be 
reduced or eliminated. Albertans 
must have the right access to the 
right service, at the right time, and 
in the right place. 

That’s why the province’s new 
Alberta Health Services Board is 
taking actions to ensure that 
health-care providers and organiza¬ 
tions work together so that services 
to Albertans are complementary, 
coordinated and seamless. A new 
integrated provincial health system 
will put an end to the competition 
amongst regions for resources, 
services and health professionals 
and look at what’s needed across 
the entire province. This new 
organization will create a system 
where the focus is more on the 
patient needs than to specific geo¬ 
graphic regions. IaM me be clear, 
our health system remains intact 
and in place. Day-to-day delivery of 
service is not being interrupted. 
What will be changing is how the 


system is organized so that we can 
better link people with care. The 
new structure will include a 
Continuum of Care Division which 
has two streams: 1.) Urban Services 
2.) Community and Rural Services. 
Urban Services will have primary 
responsibility for the health system 
in Calgary, Edmonton, Fort 
McMurray, Grande Prairie, 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, and Red 
Deer. Community and Rural 
Services will have primary respon¬ 
sibility for services in the rest of 
Alberta. This structure recognizes 
that different approaches are 
required for health-care delivery 
based on where people live. For 
example, service delivery in niral 
Alberta and remote Alberta com¬ 
munities is different than in large 
urban centres. The distances are 
greater, attracting health care pro¬ 
fessionals can be more challenging, 
and some specialized services are 
not available. Under this new struc¬ 
ture, no front-line workers will lose 
their jobs. But in order to create the 
new organizational structure some 
changes in senior administration 
were absolutely necessary. For 
example, under the new structure 
there is no longer a need for CEOs 
in the respective health regions. 
These people have worked very 
hard on behalf of Albertans and we 


recognize and thank them for their 
dedication and contribution to 
making our province a leader in 
health care. In place of the CEOs, 
the Alberta Health Services Board 
announced the creation of an inter¬ 
im leadership team to be led by 
Interim CEO Charlotte Robb. The 
leadership team will be made up of 
administrative and clinical leaders 
from across the current health 
regions and boards and were cho¬ 
sen because of their leadership 
skills and knowledge in the health 
field. In addition, an Integration 
Team of health-care providers, 
planners and administrators and a 
Council of Clinical Advisors from 
across the health system will work 
closely with the Continuum of Care 
Division to ensure a smooth transi¬ 
tion and no disruption of service. 
The restructuring process will be 
phased in over the next nine 
months. 

This is a new journey with one 
desired end point - a system that is 
seamless for patients and their fam¬ 
ilies, where caregivers are able to 
work together without jurisdiction¬ 
al barriers, where access and quali¬ 
ty service are evident through the 
system, and where all Albertans 
have the right access to the right 
service at the right time in the right 
place.

Didsbury Preschool 
Society is a registered non¬ 
profit organization that 
provides a supportive, safe, 
and age appropriate learn¬ 
ing environment for chil¬ 
dren three to five years of 
age. The goal of the socie¬ 
ty is to provide a program 
where children can leant 
through play, tints fostering 
social, physical, and emo¬ 
tional development of the 
preschool child. 

The school was estab¬ 
lished in 1978 by a very 
dedicated group of par¬ 
ents, whose purpose was 
to provide their preschool 
children with the opportu¬ 
nity It) leant through con¬ 
structive play and develop¬ 
ment of social skills prior 
to entering the school sys¬ 
tem. The school is still nut 
today by a very dedicated 
group of parents with 
those same goals.

Fifteen Years! h has been 
15 long years since tin 1 
province of Alberta 
increased o|ierating funds to 
public libraries. (Well, actu- 
;dly for 9 of those years, the 
library grant w as decreased 
by 20'f [ht capita ;uul was 
only nMunasl to $4.29 in 
2002.) Even asourcommu- 
nities gmw the grants do 
not, as current imputation 
counts are not used. 

Just to maintain the level 
of services libraries now 
provide, they require ;ui 
additional $10 million to the 
total aiuuial provincial 
grants. A mere .003?',, of 
the province's operating 
budget would enable our 
public libraries to continue 
to provide services. 

Local libraries art' no 
longer the quiet Little read¬ 
ing rooms they once were. 
People use them for their 


informat ion technologit's 
and reference services, for 
meeting spaces ;uul learning 
opportunities, as well as for 
recreational and educational 
reading. (Her the last 
decade, the province has 
supimrted valuable initia¬ 
tives that led to one of the 
most progressive and 
dynamic library systems in 
North America: Die Alberta 
Library ;uul Alberta Public 
library Electronic Network 
connect all public libraries 
via SuperNet ;uul greatly 
enhance resource sharing 
among Allierta libraries 
both public and academic. 
Citizens have embraced 
these - using their TAL cants 
all over the province - enjoy¬ 
ing this barrier-free access 
to information. Interlibrary 
loan activity increases at the 
1 iidsbury library - some¬ 
times doubling from one 
year to the next - 50(1% since 


1999! Managing all this 
interlibrary loan traffic ;uul 
meeting the increased 
expectations of library users 
falls to local library staff ;uid 
the increase in financial su|>- 
|mrt has come from the 
municipiility.

What’s 
in a 
name? 

Bowden was established in 1891 as 
a siding on the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway, and the post 
office a year later. There are three 
explanations for the origin of the 


name. The first and most widely 
accepted version says that a surveyor 
named Williamson suggested his 
wife's maiden name. The second 
states that it recalls Bowden in 
Melrose Municipality in Scotland. 
The third maintains that the name 
commemorates a town in 
Manchester, England. This was veri¬ 
fied by and early postmaster, who, 
around 1905 confirmed the 
Manchester connection. The town of 
Bowden was incorporated in August 
1981. The area near Bowden was 
originally called Lone Pine for the 
well-known stopping place on the 
Calgary to Edmonton trail.

Drink regulations aim to sober-up patrons

Regular liar goers may find themselves hun- 
gover with the hitler aftertaste of resentment 
following the elimination of drink specials and 
restrictions on drink orders come August 1. 

The Alberta Gaming and Liquor 
Commission has established new rules that 
prevent drinking establishments from hosting 
drink s|>eciaLs alter 8 p.m., and limit the num¬ 
ber of drinks a person can have at one time to 
two iilter 1 am. 

The new rules dictate that drink specials 
can’t he implemented even during ‘happy 
hours’. Furthermore, establishments are 
required to follow minimum drink prices as 
detailed by the commission. 

Fred Lindsay, solicitor general and minister 
of public security, says the move is in response 
to the growing problem of bar violence. 

“(The rules) are not meant to interfere with 
responsible patrons - they are designed to

Didsbury KCMP ('pi. Kevin Fischer said 
that members haven’t been made aware of 
the new rules yet, but still thinks they should 
help some positive effect. 

“Ultimately, issues of violence Is directly 
related to over consumption and this Is some¬ 
thing that could help curtail that in the bar 
scene," said Fischer. 

The rules were the product of extensive 
meetings between the solicitor general, 
AGIX', community groups, police and staki 1 - 
holders over the past year ;uid a half. 

“Everyone was becoming more aware that 
there were unacceptably high numbers of vio¬ 
lent acts around lie*'used premises,” explains 
Wes Bellmore, Communications officer for 
the AllnTta Gaming and Liquor Commission. 

He notes that that inspectors will l>e drop¬ 
ping by locations province-wide to check for 
compliance.

Stories 
from the Brothers Grimm 
are a perfect example. 
They did not write any of 
the tales for which 
they've become so 
famous, but rather col¬ 


lected them by listening 
to traditional German sto¬ 
rytellers spin their yarns 
by the hearth. 

"We're a very print 
based society, so people 
look at the stories by the 
Brothers Grimm and 
think they wrote them. 
They didn't. They were 
collectors of the old tradi¬ 
tional stories," Hays said. 

Stories have three pur¬ 
poses: to entertain, share 
culture and discover 
ideas. Many cultural and 
religious traditions the 
world over have been 
passed down from 
ancient times via the sto¬ 
ryteller. Eventually, many, 
like the Brothers Grimm's 
versions, made it into 
print. 

However, one thing that 
has been provided by the 
recording and printing of 
stories that were previ¬ 
ously in the domain of the 
spoken word is the ability 
to see how storytelling 
has formed the traditions 
of so many cultures. 

"It's more common now, 
to know about other cul¬ 
tures’ stories," Hays said. 
"There's just some cul¬ 
tures that have valued 
that oral tradition ... and I 
think that people are 
most familiar with the 
stories of their own cul¬ 
ture." 

Valuing that tradition is 
why TALES exists. Not 
only does the organiza¬ 
tion exist to allow story¬ 
tellers around the 
province too network and 
organize events, it adds to 
the very cultural fabric of 
the province by nurturing 
those who believe in the 
necessity of keeping the 
artform lively and 
vibrant. 

This year, TALES was 
awarded charitable status 
for its work defined in its 
brochure as "which 
advances education by 
raising the aesthetic taste 
of the community through 
public performances, pre¬ 
sentations and work¬ 
shops in the art of story¬ 
telling." 

TALES holds monthly 
Tellarounds, story cafes, 
concerts, workshops, a 
retreat and festivals. 

"I do a lot of workshops 
and one of my main goals 
is to get people to tune 
their ears for stories 
because stories are all 
around us," explained 
Hays. 

Events are hosted all 
around Alberta and story¬ 
tellers are usually open to 
coming to events to 
spread the word of their 
familiar yet often forgot¬ 
ten artform. 

"The one thing about 
storytelling is it's unique," 
Hays said.

Didsbury Town Council 
approved, as pari of the 
2008 budget, the paving of 
the parking lot to the north 
of the Didsbury Train 
Station.

Alberta’s Airdrie was likely a name chosen at random 
from a list of Scottish place names. Many early railway 
names were of Scottish origin because of the numbers of 
Scots who worked in administrative capacities for the 
railroad. It was established as a station on the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway 1891-1993. 

The precise origins of the name Airdrie in Scotland are 
lost in history but many have been the subjects of consid¬ 
erable discussion. One theory suggests the name came 
from the atmospheric condition ‘air-dry.’ James Knox who 
wrote a history of Airdrie, Scotland suggested this. He dis¬ 
misses another theory that the origin of the name is Celtic 
and means ‘high level’ for although Airdrie may ‘stand 
high’ it has no level part. A third suggests that it means 
‘high pasture run.’
